Despite the repeated requests of the labour representatives 
the management could not be persuaded to reconsider

5. Tkat the manager of the Company give written assurante that 
no representatives of the strikers be dismissed when work 
is resumed. 
6. That no individual strikers be permitted to conduct 
negotiation with the Company. 
7, That the dismissal of an employee named Siao Wong of the 
Publicity Supt.'s Staff, be demanded for his inimical 
attitude aguinst the employees. |

In view of the fact that the mechanic and motorman were 
sen having very indiffe ent records, the manager was loathe 
to treat with thea and intisated that ne would be omly too 
pleased to discuss the situation with a delesation which 
really represented tae workers, but in this particular instance 
he was inclined towards the belief that his vi sitors did not 
réeuyresent the entire body of workers. ‘the conductor, who 
altnough of little service has quite a good record, sug vested 
that the Manager supply a list ofnanes of workers from 

. anongst whom they could select delegates. Names of eighteen 
of the best conductors were supplied follow. ng which the 
delegation withdrew to consult with their colleagues. 

As can be seen, the demands are more or lees the same as 
were contained in an inflamaatory handbill which was sent 
through the post fo the Traffic Superintendent two days before

Shanghai, 28th April, 1930. 


The General Manager, 
Shanghai Tramway Co., 


Dear sir, 
We have the honour to inform you that as the price of 

rice has risen from (12 to 921.40 per picul, we are unable to 
maintain our @aily livelihood. The French Tramway Co. and 
Municipal Council have increased in succession the wages and 
rice allowance of their workers except our megnificent Shanghai 
Tramway Co. which disregards the distress of the workers. 
Therefore on the 28né instant, we decided to submit increases 
of wages and rice allowance and betterment of treatment to the 
company aud _you through our club. ‘fhe next day, your Company 
only announceé a rice allowance of three ani seven cents 
respectively. without mentioning the rest of our demands. As 
the Company has not replied us within a limited time, we are of 
the opinion that the Company hes no sinceréty to accept our 
demanés. Consequently. we are obliged to etage a strike. We 
beg now to dispatch three representatives to your company to 
submit our following demanés anf hope yeu will give us a 
satisfactory reply: 

(1) aA flat inorease of eight dollars each man and each 
month. . 

(2) & rice allowance of three dollars each man ani each 
month. 

(3) 0 recognise the clud as having the power to repre- 
sent the entire workers. The company to subsidise an office 


expense of three hanéred dollars a month. 


(4) Pull pay on Sundays and festivale and double pay for 
those who work. ‘Two additional days for twenty days’ work each 
month and four additional days for twenty five days" work each 
month. 

(5) Pull pay on sick leave. 

(6) Pull pay during the strike. 

(7) Workers not to be dismisseé without cause. 

(8) Release of arrested workers. No worker to be arrested 


in future. 
(9) All kiosks to be provided with tea urns andi tea by the 


Company. 
(10) Point boys to be provided with rain coate and the 
uniforms of motormen and conductors to be changed once each cuarter 
for three quarters. .

It is reported that some thirty motormen and conductors of 
the Shanghai Tramways and several representatives of the workers 
of the Qnnibus Company, #rench Tramway Co. and the Shanghai Power 
Co. held a meeting on a piece of vacant ground off Glen Road:‘on 
the night of April 24 at which they decided to bring about a strike 
of Tramway tmployees to show sympathy with the Bus Company workers. 

Seme 76@motormen, conductors, etc. of the Shanghai Tramways 
attached to the Wayside Shed (Route 6, 7, 8 and 9) and to Baikal 
Road Depot (Railless Routes 17 and 18) went on strike at 6 a.m. 
to-day to show sympathy with the Bus Cempany workers. The ; 
mechanics in Baikal Road Depot and all employes at Hart Road Depot 
are working as usual. Services are being maintained fram Hart 
Road Depot. 

It is reporteé that the strikers propose presenting the 
fellowing demands to the Company:- 
1. A rice easyer of $3 per man per month. 


2. an increase of 38 per month in wages and an annual increase 
of $5 per month each successive year. 


3. Observance of Sundays and festivals as holidays with pay or 
double wages for employees compelled to perform duty on 
these days. 


4. <A supply of tea at each clock kiosk.

The strike of some 700 motor-men and conductors of the 
Wayside Depot of the Shanghai Tramway Cempany whicil Pedeahben 
at 6 a.m. April 25 extended to the mechanics in Baikal Read 
Sheds about 11 asm. and te Hart Road Depot about lp.m. when 
the trams were withdrawn from the streets. The strike 
continues to-day. Abeut 1,400 conductors and drivers and 
500 mechanics are affected. 

At 12.45 pem. April 25 ama ene Tsang Yen Zung, a tran
